California State Legislature 


Further streamlining of opera- 
tions of the Senate has recently 
been proposed by a series of rec- 
ommendations which has _ been 
agreed to by a caucus of that 
house. The change would ‘reduce 
the number of interim committees 
from the 47 set up by the 1957 
legislature to 13. 

During the current session there 
are 21 Senate standing commit- 
tees, so if the proposal is finally 
approved, there would be a size- 
able reduction below the number 
of such groups. Under the plan, 
it is expected that over-all com- 
mittee costs will be cut consider- 
ably, though increases in some cat- 
egories would be required.

These 
are. agriculture, business and pro- 
fessions, governmental administra- 
tive problems, judiciary, local gov- 
ernment, natural resources, public 
health and safety, revenue and 
taxation, transportation and, com- 
merce, water, welfare and educa- 
tion, and unAmerican activities. A 
thirteenth, to be called the “‘gen- 
eral research committee” ‘would 
handle all topics not assigned to 
one of the other groups. It would 
be composed of all forty Senators. 

Up to the present, the Senate 
has generally followed the prac- 
tice of delegating each subject on 
which interim study was felt nec- 
essary to a different committee. 
Matters as diverse as aviation and 
zoning of agricultural land, water 
projects and administrative regu- 
the interim groups established in 
lations have been investigated by 
1957. 

A reduction in the number of 
joint interim committees may also 
be sought by the Senate. Such 
groups are made up of members 
of both Senate and Assembly. Sev- 
enteen. such bodies were establish- 
ed by the 1957 legislature. 

In addition to providing for few- 
er committees, the new program 
calls for giving each interim com- 
mittee a staff qualified in the par- 
ticular field assigned to the group. 
It would also allocate to each Sen- 
ator up to $1,250 per month to pay 
an administrative assistant, a sec- 
retary, and for operation of a local 
office. At present, the Senate has 
about 30 consultants on its pay- 
roll for interim committee work, 
and many of these could no doubt 
be reassigned to individual Sena- 
tors. 

The practices of the two houses 
with respect to committees differ 
in several ways. This session, the 
Assembly increased the number 
of its standing committees by 1, 
to a total of 27. In the past it has 
designated its standing groups as 
interim committees, but under ap- 
plicable law, is free to regulate the 
number and work of its own com- 
mittees on the same basis a is the 
Senate. Joint rules, adopted by 
both houses, determine the num- 
ber, duties, and size of joint com- 
mittees. 

Just what financial savings 
might result from operation of the 
proposed program cannot readily 
be figured. Some observers cal-

culate it at upwards of a quarter 
million dollars over the two years 
ending with the 1961 session, but 
others are more modest in their es- 
timates. Total costs for the 1957 
interim committees will run close 
to $2,000,000, the Senate account- 
ing for less than half of this. 

Reasons advanced for the pro- 
posals include (1) that it will re- 
lieve Senators of the pressure of 
work on too many committees; 
(2) by giving them adequate of- 
fice help, it will enable better 
service to their constituents; and 
(3) it will assure an expert staff 
for interim committees at lower 
over-all cost. The proposals cer- 
tainly will be studied closely by 
members of both houses.

@ Heredity vs. Environment 


Note to readers: Thanks for all 
the nice letters.

Q. When it comes to getting 
good marks in school, which is 
more important—heredity or 
environment? 

A. Heredity vs. environment 
could be argued from now to 
doomsday without resolving the 
question of whether outstanding 
mental capacity is inborn or ac- 
quired. Environment may carry 
just a shade more weight. For 
example, identical twins, whose 
“inheritance” is supposedly very 
similar, when reared together 
usually get about the same score 
on I.Q. tests. The scores of iden- 
tical twins reared separately may 
be quite far apart. There are, 
of course, definite limits to what 
can be accomplished by educa- 
tion and training.

can be done for the heel con- 
dition?”

A. Heel soreness is commonly 
due to deep bruising. The condi- 
tion is difficult to clear up be- 
cause most of us are on our feet 
every day and the affected tissue 
is given little chance to repair 
itself. Use of soft heel pads may 
help but heel soreness often drags 
on for months. Heel discomfort 
is sometimes due to development 
of a spur or irregularity on the 
heel bones Spurs can cause 
trouble but removal of the spur 
may or may not give relief. Gen- 
erally speaking, heel soreness 
lends itself to effective treatment 
so it would be wise to consult 
a physician.
